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er devote one issue 
of your column to telling 
about the people who 
wrote the major articles for your 
1938 edition,” suggested a libra- 
rian recently. So—to paraphrase 
from Time Magazine—‘'These 
names make the news in the 
current Compton edition.” 

One of the most popular of the new 
literary biographies is Stephen Leacock’s 
five-page sketch of Charles Dickens. In 
the same group are John Burrell’s Sir 
Walter Scott, Robert Hillyer’s Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, and Carl Van 
Doren’s Jonathan Swift. Blanche Colton 
Williams did the biographies of Eliot, 
Chaucer, and Thackeray. William Rose 
Benét contributed several articles in the 
literary field of which the one on Edna 
St. Vincent Millay is probably the most 
outstanding. Burton Rascoe wrote on 
Cervantes. Mary Gould Davis contrib- 
uted the biographical sketch of Rudyard 
Kipling, and Raymond Weaver did the 
biographies of Milton and Hugo. 

Other headliners in the current edition 
are articles on Land Use, by Paul Bigelow 
Sears, author of ‘Deserts on the March”; 
Circus, by Courtney Ryley Cooper; Base- 
ball, by Louis Shores; Dictatorship, by 
Harold James Tobin; and Industrial Rev- 
olution, by Ellen Osgood. 

Eleanor Boykin completed a group of

Bob Becker revised the 
article on Dogs. John Bakeless 
wrote on Magazines. Color was 
written by Ronald Millar, Comp.

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Twenty Years After— Book Week Again

changes in children’s books, some of them startling. In her introduction to 

The History of Children’s Literature, Elva S. Smith summarizes excel- 
lently the reasons why present-day books for children are really new. The world 
we live in is new. All about us are evidences of physical newness in automobiles, 
airplanes, electric refrigerators, and radio. There is a fresh understanding of the 
child, a new emphasis upon hygienic methods, and a better control of disease. The 
dislocated industrial and political conditions of the world are having a direct bearing 
upon the child’s increased delicacy of adjustment to life. His need to have the fluid 
onditions of the present day interpreted in order to develop his own emotional 
nee and ethical stability has been recognized. Children’s librarians, teachers, 
parents, and the children’s editors of publishing firms have sought material which 
in form and content will hold and satisfy the curious young mind. It is not enough 


Nie BOOKS—new worlds. In the last twenty years there have been many 
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that children should know facts. These must be transmuted into a healthy realiza- 
tion of the difficulties and triumphs of the modern world and an unafraid facing of 
new careers. 


In answer to these urgently felt demands an increasing flood of books is being 
poured forth. Variety in handling and experimentation in form complicate the 
choice of books which the children’s librarian must make. Attempts at scientific 
evaluation help her, book reviews by those whose work she knows and trusts, and 
her own constant reading and common sense, help her. By wise and judicious book 
selection she is assisting in a movement for the betterment of children’s books which 
has shown positive gains in the last twenty years. 


The change has been both in presentation and makeup. No longer must scientific 
material with a sentimental approach, be set before a child. Edith Patch’s Holiday 
Hill and Holiday Meadow are both interesting and accurate. Flat Tail and Ring 
Tail, by Gall and Crew, combine a good story of animals with a format of great 
distinction. Beasts of the Tar Pits by William Wilcox Robinson, with arresting 
illustrations by his wife, is a straightforward account. Here is no old uncle giving 
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sugar-coated monologs. Even in fiction surely Smoky is an improvement over 
Black Beauty, for the love of animals is strikingly present, but without prissiness. 
Pictures and text make a vital whole. 


Baker’s Introducing the Constellations is another book which gives satisfaction, 
and it may lead to an enjoyment of Langdon-Davies’ Inside the Atom. Bock’s What 
Makes the Wheels Go ’Round explains a hydro-electric plant. The book is, in illus- 
tration and handling, quite a landmark. 


Gertrude Hartman’s The World We Live In and How It Came to Be qualifies 
as another landmark. Going back into the beginnings of things—of shelter and 
human organization and communication—she brings them into position so as to 
make an understandable background for today. Pictures of the periods described 
are so well chosen that they seem not queer and old-fashioned, but clear and real. 
Histories such as Meadowcroft’s The Gift of the River and Seeger’s The Pageant 
of Chinese History serve to illustrate the awareness of children’s interests which is 
more and more articulate. In method they are not patronizing and in format they 
are not dingy. 

Perhaps one of the first of the newer type of biography, and still a popular one, 
was Jacqueline Overton’s Life of Robert Louis Stevenson for Boys and Girls. Not 
just dates and facts but activities and success, loyalties and ideals, inform the stories 
of men’s lives with purpose and spirit. Of outstanding merit in this field and of 
interest both to young people and adults are Jeanette Eaton’s A Daughter of the 
Seine and her Young Lafayette, Elizabeth Gray’s Young Walter Scott, Hawthorne's 
Romantic Rebel, Lagerlof’s Memories of My Childhood, and Doyle’s A Child Went 
Forth. It is hardly too much to say that this is a new type of book, new in treatment 
and in approach. It does not suffer from the psychoanalytic pose which warps some 
adult biographies, but it has both liveliness and some distinction in literary style. 
Suitably clothed, with attention paid to proper type, spacing, margins, paper, and 
illustrations, biographies such as these are winning a secure place for themselves 
with boys and girls. 


In the field of the historical novel great strides have been made. One need only 
mention Eric Kelly, Cornelia Meigs, and Caroline D. Snedeker as examples of 
those who are following Howard Pyle’s lead in making the setting of our own 
country and other countries captivating to children. Lansing’s Magic Gold and 
Eloise Lownsbery’s Out of the Flame weave a brilliant tapestry; the colored threads 
and skilful handling catch children’s eyes. Turning from historical fiction to novels 
of the present, a notable one is Kate Seredy’s The Good Master. It combines a story 


to which children respond almost unanimously, with clear and pleasing pictures. 
Arthur Ransome is another whose knowledge of childhood displays itself in stories 
of English children on vacation. His Swallows & Amazons, Swallowdale, and 
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Coot Club, mirror no prigs. The development of vocational fiction in response to a 
‘eal need of early adolescence has so far produced little of importance. 


Perhaps of more lasting use will be the humorous books which have appeared. If 
Ferdinand is to be classed here, so be it. He has been a bright spot in a troubled 
world. Equally thankful are we for the Doctor Dolittle books, Winnie the Pooh 
in all his phases, and the irrepressible and irresistible Mary Poppins. Some children 
will enjoy the humor of Street Fair, as do many adults. Perhaps these are not im- 
provements on the humor that has gone before, but they appear to be freer springing. 


Nothing has been said of modern fairy tales. Little Boy Lost and The Hobbit are 
examples of a distinguished group which, with The Wind in the Willows, may live 
on and on. True imagination is much needed in a child’s world governed by milk 
routes and fire engines. 

Poetry for children is improving both in writing and selection. The form in which 
it is presented is based on children’s needs. Mildred Harrington’s Ring-a-Round 
is a fine example. New translations of the classics, worthy in selection and arrange- 
ment, and old favorites are appearing in beautiful binding with fine illustrations 
which bring them more into children’s range. 


Picture books in new techniques of reproduction and modern methods of artistry, 
such as Helen Sewell’s Blue Barns and Wanda Gag’s Millions of Cats, are ever seek- 
ing higher levels of originality in subject matter and physical makeup. There are 
even attempts to make books for beginning readers delightful. Scientific experiments 
in size of type and use of words have done a great deal to aid in the production 
of these books, as have also studies of children’s color preferences. There is still 
much to be accomplished from a literary point of view in this field. 

Children’s literature as we view it each Book Week has taken some new stepping 
stones toward greener fields. Vigilance based on understanding of children’s needs, 
a sympathetic welcome to what is new, a sturdy forthrightness in upholding stand- 
ards, and a willingness to cooperate wherever we see an opportunity of furthering 
these standards will give children’s librarians a part in laying future stepping stones.
